Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-5, 7-19, 21-30, 32-36, 38-48, 50-70 and 74-100 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
claimed invention is directed to a method and apparatus to associate an authorization 
resource with a bounded path of a program graph representing a collection of code. 
The closest prior art, Gupta, discloses a similar invention; however, Gupta does not 
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disclose employing privileged code wherein a stop node represents a check permission 
method and start nodes are any of root nodes in the program graph or a node 
representing a privileged action method. Therefore, claims 1-5, 7-19, 21-30, 32-36, 38- 
48, 50-70 and 74-100 are allowed.
